The law contemplates that all people making deposits at the 
mints or aesay offices shall do so in person, therefore a mint or

In reply to your letter of the 5th instant requesting Information 
relative to thu use of copper in the coinage of one-oent pieces you are 
respectfully informed that copper for this purpose is purchased as re¬ 
quired 'ey the Government after it has teen extracted from the ores and 
refined 'ey the producer*. The mints and assay offices do not reoelve 
anything in the form of ox-os. 

The total production of copper in the United States during the cal¬ 
endar year 1907, is estimated to have been 672,242,000 pounds. There were 
used by the Government in the coinage of the one-oent pieces 704,445-3/4 
wands of copper, and in the coinage of five-cent nickel pieces 
324,194-3/10 pounds of copper, during the calendar year 1907, The coinage 
of five-cont nickel pieeee amounted to 39,214,800 pieces of the value of 
$1,960,740. There were coined in one-oent pieces in 1907, 108,138,600 
pieces of the value of $1,081,386. The five-cent nickel piece contains 
75 pei- cent of copper and 25 percent of nickel. The oae-confc piece con¬ 
tains 95 percent of copper and five per-cent of tin and sine.

of nixed met al s. This limit is due to the fact that so far scientific 
men have been unable to find any practical nethod of assaying that 
will reliably determine the gold contents nearer than one-half 
thousandth in this kind of bullion. 

It is only in recent years, since the introduction of the 
electrolytic method of refining, which produces practically pure 
gold, that we have been able to determine the gold contents to 
the exactness of one-tenth of a thousandth, and up to that time 
it was the custom of tho government to report on fine gold to the 
quarter of a thousandth; but as soon as the government saw its way 
cloar to narrow the limit to one-tsnth it readily did so. 

Last summer X had a number of experiments made of a different 
process of assaying such bullion as is described in your aomorandia 
of deposit with the hope of evolving a plan that would permit of 
reporting closer than we do now, but the results so far obtained do 
not warrant the changing of our present rule. 
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It as bear: my policy * make the rules ar.d methods of dealing with 

depositors such as would give to them every allowance possible. The 

\ 

old-time aothccs of making deduction# for supposed losses ir. operations 
and refining, which were practiced in all institutions, have been 
eliminated, and no deductions are now made except in oaseo of extreme 
foul deposits. Other rules have been adopted in furthering the 
interests of depositors, but I have yet been unable to see 1 ay way 
clear to moot the request embodied in your letter. 

In conclusion, I wish to coll your attention to the fact that the 
memorandum from Ur. Scully which you enclosed does not 09en to bear 
out your contention, for the gold fineness in each cuss is reported 
only to the half thousandth (.0215 - .0205 - .0195),

My dear Mr. Brenner: 

I had the pleasure of showing your beautiful 
model of the Lincoln head and the reverse design for the one cent 
piece to the President this morning. The President was greatly 
pleased with the modols and authorized me to use them if it can 
be done legally. This is a matter I an now taking up with the 
Secretary and the Comptroller, and it is possible that wo may have 
to ask Congress to pass an act authorizing their use. 

I would like to know what you will charge the government if 
we should finally find that we can make use of these two models. 

If the general idea of these models is adopted there will 
have to be some modifications in order to comply with the law. 

The word "liberty" would have to be placed on the side carrying 
Lincoln's bust. The law also requires that the motto "i£ pluribus 
unum" should be on the reverse side, but it never has been put on 
the small penny, and, following precedent, it is possible we may 
omit it. The date of the coinage year has to be carried on the 
bust side instead of on the reverse. However, these ars mere 
matters of detail. 

I am pleased to say to you that the few persons to whom I 
have shown your models are strong in their praise of this work. 
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Is not this Lincoln cast from the saino design as the medal 
cf which you recently sent me a copy T If so, there ray oa some 
trouble about its adoption; and if adopted it would undoubtedly 
necessitate the discontinuance of the making and sale of the medals.

At the request of the Secretary of the Treasury I an 


pleased to inform you that the lav/ requires the use of ten per 
cent of copper alloy in the coinage of our gold and silver. 

The use of vanadium as an alloy, if desirable, could not be 
adopted without making a considerable change in our coinage laws, 
for if the use of vanadium was practical, the amount required would 
undoubtedly be less than the amount of copper no# used, which 
would necessitate a change in the weight and size of each denomina¬ 
tion. 

I should be pleased to receive a few ounces of the vanadium, 
and will superintend such experiments as are necessary to establish 
its adaptability. As we have sufficient gold and silver here for • 
the purpose, the tests can be made in our laboratory. 

It may be of itersat to you to know that the government con¬ 
sumed about 130 tons of copper in alloying the coinage made at 
the various mints during the last fiscal year.
